In 1888 a shaft was sunk about 
1200 feet north of the present 
workings and according to reports 
$43,000 was taken from about 2,- 
000 tons of ore. 

The property lies about one mile 
south of the Pacific Mine, above 
Placerville, which is credited with 
a production of $1,000,000 in the 
first 300 feet.
